Adenauer was 73 befo re he 
emerged o n German's natio nal 
po litical scene. He was stro ng 
fro m the start. He harnessed the 
flo undering po st-war natio n firm­ 
ly to the Atlantic alliance. 
West 
Germany ’s 
Adenauer 
retired unwillingly in 1963 at the 
age o f 88 to make ro o m fo r 
Ludwig Erhard, his eco no mic 
minister 
since 
he 
became 
chancello r in 1949. 
Adenauer’s 
po litical 
credo 
was simple. He was co nvinced 
that strength lies in unity and 
that Germany must never again 
be allo wed to bo lt fro m its 
natural allies—France, Britain 
and the United States. 
He co nsidered the kiss o f 
bro therho o d he exchanged with 
French President Charles de 
Gaulle in 1963 when they signed 
a co nsultatio n pact to be the 
highlight o f his life in go vern 
ment.

Re agan Anti-Crime Bill 


Ame nde d In Asse mbly 


S A C R A M E N T O (APi - 
Republican Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan's big anti-crime bills went to 
the Assembly floor today, scaled 
down to meet the objections of 
majority Democrats. 
Assembly Criminal Procedure 
approval of the legislation — al­ 
ready passed by the Senate — 
was a milestone for the fresh­ 
man governor. It’s the most 
progress any of his Creative 
Society proposals have made 
this session. 
Approved were Reagan's bills 
increasing penalties for those 
convicted of inflicting great bod­ 
ily harm on their victims while 
armed with a deadly weapon 
and committing a robbery, bur­ 
glary or rape. 


Sen. George Deukmejian, R- 
Long Beach, the author, brought 
the bills out of the Senate car­ 
rying mandatory life sentence 
penalties 
But the Assembly committee 
rewTote the measure, lowering 
Reagan's penalty request to 10 
years to life. 
That had the effect of making 
the convict eligible for parole 
in five years instead of seven. 
At present, someone convicted 
for the crimes is eligible for 
parole in 20 months. 
Democrats and Republicans 
are divided 5-5 on the commit­ 
tee. and Deukmejian needed six 
votes for approval. Democrats 
made it clear they wouldn't 


• support him unless he agreed 
to the changes. 
They control the Assembl) 
42-37 with one vacancy. 
As it was. the m e a s u r e s 
cleared by a voice vote. And 
Deukmejian had to scale down 
one bill even more. Statutory 
rape was exempted from the 
rape penalty measure. 
Deukmejian said the bills will 
be “ a deterrent against those 
who carry guns, knives and dan­ 
gerous weapons when they start 
out to rape and rob.” 
He said that Democratic Atty 
Gen. Thomas C. Lynch, peace 
officer groups, the League of 
California Cities and the Los 
Angeles City Council supported 
I the bills.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
life expectancy at birth of the 
total U.S. population in 1965 was 
70.2 years, the same as in 1964, 
the Public Health Service re­ 
ported today.

Was Too Drunk To Refuse Tests 


A Marin Superior Court judge 
today held that the Department 
of Motor Vehicles w r o n g l y 
suspended the driving license of 
a San Francisco man for refus­ 
ing a drunken driving test, 
because the man was too drunk 
to refuse it. 
Judge Samuel W. Gardiner 
then ordered the department to 
reissue a license 
to Arthur 
Curtis Antrim Bush, 45-year-old 
land investment counselor. 
Bush was arrested last Oct. 29 
by San Anselmo police. His 
license was suspended for six 
months under a California Vehi­ 
cle Code section after he refused 
to submit to a blood, breath or 
urine test to determine alcohol 
content. 
Bush, represented by attorney 
Berwyn A. Rice of San Rafael, 
protested the suspension on the 
ground that he had “ consumed 


copious amounts of S c o t c h 
whiskey" 
and 
was 
too 
in­ 
toxicated to refuse the tests. 
Judge 
Gardiner 
held 
the 
suspension 
was 
not justified 
“ because the legislature said his 
(Bush’s) license could be taken 
for failure only if he refused to 
take a test.” 
“ All evidence on both sides in­ 
dicated 
he 
was 
almost 
un­ 
conscious at the time of the test 
and he could not have refused 
i n t e 11 i gently,” 
the 
judge 
declared. 
Judge Gardiner pointed out 
that arresting officers testified 
Bush was unable to understand 
instructions during his arrest, 
and was unable to complete a 
roadside sobriety test. 
He said the vehicle code 
specifically states that if a 
person is “ dead, unconscious, or 
otherwise in a condition ren­ 


dering 
him 
incapable 
o f 
refusal,” the test may legally be 
made, 
anyway. 
The officers 
could therefore have given him 
the test, Judge Gardiner said. 
Bush had pleaded guilty to the 
drunken driving charge in Marin 
Municipal Court. He was fined 
$230 and placed on six months 
probation.

The Real Vigil

On the eve of the tragic ex­ 
ecution of Aaron Mitchell in 
San Quentin's gas chamber, up 
to 500 persons assembled in si­ 
lent vigil to protest his death. 
For a full 12 hours, the vigil 
was marked by solemn prayer, 
respectful silence, and quiet 
singing. The single disturbance 
was an altercation involving 
but a few persons and lasting 
not more than 45 seconds. 
Yet the Independent-Journal, 
in 
reporting 
the 
execution, 
chose to present only that frac­ 
tion of the vigil which was 
marred by this incident. 
Your story virtually ignored 
500 calm and peaceful vigilers 
dedicated to the abolition of the 
death penalty, and instead fo­ 
cussed 
on 
the one counter­ 
demonstrator. a man himself 
representative of a philosophy 
responsible for the execution 
of six million. 
You devoted over a third of 
your article (and your head­ 
line) to an occurrence whose 
duration in time was less than 
1000th of the vigil's length. 
Your only photographs im­ 
plied that the vigilers were vio­ 
lent, oddly-dressed “ beatniks” 
—in reality the majority of 
those present were convention­ 


ally dressed and temperate in 
action. 
It surely is not the policy of 
this newspaper to distort fact 
to the extent that his aricle 
has done, and the source of 
error or deception should be in­ 
vestigated. 
One of the verses of the 
vigilers was “ The truth shall 
make us free” ; perhaps we in 
M a r i n will remain partial 
slaves until the Independent- 
Journal insists upon complete 
accuracy and truth.

Jim Ray Hart is a young man with big problems. 
The Giant third baseman's bat produced a string of 
.000s in the first four games of 1967 and his glove, 
although charged with only one error, constantly kept 
Giant pitchers in trouble. 
HART’S PROBLEMS date back to the first day 
of spring training this year. 
He checked in at Casa 
Grande at 200, ten pounds overweight. He picked up 
a severe cold and couldn't shake it in the ensuing six 
weeks of spring training during which he also was 
plagued by a touch of tonsillitis. 
Before the Giants broke camp in Arizona, Hart 
got his weight down to 192. But his hitting, even in 
batting practice, was deplorable. He finished spring 
training with a .179 average (12-for-67). 
IT’S DIFFICULT to understand how this young 
man from Lenoir, N.C., for whom everyone predicted 
a great major league career following a spectacular 
debut July 7, 1963, could now be so mixed up afield 
and at bat. 


It Looked Like He Needed Some Sleep 


Until last Sunday's doubleheader in Cincinnati, 
Hart looked like a man reporting for work who need­ 
ed a good night's sleep. But he appeared reasonably 
rested as the doubleheader started and for the first 
time since spring training his cold seemed better. 
IN THE FIRST game he got his first hit of 1967, 
a little, topper down the third base line. In the second 
game a generous scorer gave him his second hit, a 
grounder off Tommy Helms’ glove at second base. 
Then, in his second time at bat in the nightcap, Hart 
hit the ball hard for the first time in the new baseball 
campaign. Tommy Harper robbed him of a homer, 
leaping above the fence of Crosley Field in right cen­ 
ter to'glove the ball. 


He Went Hitless In Yesterday's Game 
“I’ll be all right,” said Hart as the Giants flew 
home Sunday night from their worst season start in 
10 years. 
Manager Herman Franks certainly hopes so be­ 
cause the Giants need the third baseman's RBI poten­ 
tial. He knocked in 93 runs last year, 96 the previous 
season. He went hitless in five at bats yesterday in 
the Giants’ 2-1 loss. 
HART GOT HIS first major league RBI and 
scored his first big time run on the day of his debut 
in Candlestick Park four seasons ago. 
He was the 
hero of a 15-inning victory in the first game of a 
doubleheader with the same Cardinals who now are 
in Candlestick for the opening 1967 Giant home series. 
Bob Gibson, fireballing Cardinal righthander, 
fractured Hart's left shoulder in the second game with 
a fast ball and Hart did not reappear in action until 
the final games of the 1963 season. Then he was hit 
in the head by one of Curt Simmons’ fast balls in a 
game at St. Louis. 


Developed A Bad Habit Of Bailing Out 


There was no doubt that Hart crowded the plate 
and had difficulty falling back fast enough from tight 
pitches. Everyone wondered whether he might be gun 
shy after his frightening experiences with Gibson and 
Simmons.
